Most doctors now agree that heavy cigarette smoking gives rise to 
increased susceptibility to lung cancer, heart disease, chronic Bronchitis 
with Emphysema and stomach ulcers. 

They have apparently taken this lesson to heart, as studies reveal 
that fifteen years ago doctors smoked Slightly less than the general 
population, whereas now, only 1 in 4 smoke cigarettes and 1 in 5 other 
tobaccos including sone cigarettes, 

The death rate for lung cancer in doctors is at present less than 
two-fifths of the national average and coronary disease deaths have been 
halved in the 55-64 age group as compared with the rest of the population. 

Despite all the evidence produced, cigarette smoking continues to 
take its toll. One must sadly come to the reluctant conclusion that the 
Smoking habit in the adult addict is irreversible and one's only hope 


lies in endeavouring to influence the young.

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INCIDENCE OF INFECTIOUS DISEASES 


Diphtheria and Poliomyelitis 
This Borough has been free from Diphtheria and Poliomyelitis for 


the past 23 years and 15 years respectively. 

Importation from abroad is a continuing danger. 

Immunisation is the controlling factor in the elimination of these 
diseases, 

Measles 

Introduction of Measles Vaccine (freeze dried live attenuated) 
May, 1968, 

Vaccination against measles was initially offered to all children 
up to and including the age of 15 who had not had the natural disease, 
The vaccine (one injection) will in future years be given as a routine to 
children in the second year of life and it is hoped that in this way the 
infection will ultimately be eradicated. The low incidence in 1968 was 
probably influenced by this vaccination campaign. 

Whooping cough 
No incidence for the past three years. 


Scarlet fever 


Mild in character and of no special Significance, no case admitted 
to hospital. The usual investigations were made in each case regarding the 
possibility of food handlers being involved, and where indicated, alter- 
native work was advised and accepted. 

Hong Kong "flu" 

The importation of this variant of the usual influenza virus endenic 
in this country was noted in mid-August, 1968. Although there was no 
natural immunity to this new strain, the impact generally was extremely 
mild, of comparatively short duration and did not at any tine assume 
epidemic proportions. 

Paratyphoid B 

One case of Paratyphoid B occurred within the adjacent Rural 
District in a girl aet 7 years following a 15 day holiday spent partly in 
Torremolinos, Spain and Restinga in Morocco, 

She was admitted to hospital four days after her return hone 
because of persistent vomiting. Paratyphoid B was isolated while in 
hospital. She subsequently made a complete recovery with no evidence of 
spread of infection, 

Fron the history it would appear likely that this infection was 
contracted in Morocco. 

Administration of T.A.B Vaccine 

All persons intending to travel abroad should be vaccinated against 

typhoid and paratyphoid fevers. This will normally be done by the individ- 


ual's own doctor. Dosage varies according to age. For primary immunisation 


two doses should be given at an interval of 4 to 6 weeks followed by a 
third dose 6 ~ 12 months after the second. Reinforcing doses at yearly 


intervals are advocated where the subject is at continued risk,

Salmonella Typhi-nuriun 


The ubiquity of salmonella typhi-muriun is illustrated by the 
following unrelated reports within the surrounding rural area:- 

(a) Isolated in some dead pheasants sent to Wye College (Univer- 
sity of London) from this area for investigation, no evidence of 
human spread was obtained. 

(b) A Siamese cat sent for autopsy. Family contacted, no history 
of iliness, unable to submit samples as they went abroad soon afterwards. 

(c) Notification received from a local hospital that a nentally 
retarded spastic child who had been an in=patient for a month was 
clinically ill and that salmonella typhi-muriun had been isolated from 
his stools. 

Fanily all submitted samples with negative results with no past 


history of infection, It was considered that this was a case of hospital 
infection.

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THE LIC HEALTH (INFECTIVE JAUNDICE REGULATIONS, 1968 


These Regulations came into operation on the 15th June, 1968. 
A letter (Circular 20/68) dated 5th June, 1968, detailing the 
reasons for notification was sent to every Medical Practitioner resident 


or practising within this area, 


Infective Jaundice outbreak occurring in a specialised hospital just 
outside the Borough boundary 


The first notification of infective jaundice was received fron 
this Hospital on the 15th November. Ten further notifications were received 
in December, twenty-one in January, 1969, and finally two cases in 
February, 1969. 

Ages ranged from 2 years to 60 years, 13 males and 21 females. 

Two female cases and one male case occurred amonzst the 44 
nursing staff (10 males and 34 females), 

No case reported in the 4 domestic staff menbers, 

This is a hospital caring for the nentally subnormal whose 
personal hygiene is sketchy at most, 

Working on the assumption that the spread of this disease is 
facilitated by a lack of hygienic principles similar to food borne 
infections, the main areas of concern were the kitchens, food handlers, 
personal hygiene, toilets and vermin, 

The kitchen standards and procedures were generally satisfac- 
tory with sone minor physical adjustments which were soon resolved, 

The one glaring defect was the method of washing up which was 
decentralised into ward kitchens and carried out by patients. In view of 
the subnormality of the patients, the water was not sufficiently hot 
because of the likelihood of Scalding and the wiping cloths were foci of 
infection, 

This situation was not capable of radical alteration in the 
short term but instructions were given that before patients assisted in 
washing up or feeding other patients they should wash their hands under 
nursing supervision, disposable towels were provided and racks used where 
possible for drying crockery, 

Bowls of disinfectant were placed in all wards and the patients 
dipped their hands on entering. Whether this was effective is problemati- 


cal but at least it focussed some attention on personal hygiene. 
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THE PUBLIC HEALTH (INFECTIVE JAUNDICE) REGULATIONS. 1968 


A&A contract with a reputable pest control firm was in being and 
no infestations were noted or had been recorded. 

Main water supply, chemically sanpled, did not reveal any 
abnormal finding. Only pasteurised milk consumed. 

On the 17th December I was able to arrange a meeting with those 
mainly concerned, i.e.the Consultant Psychiatrist, the Medical Officer in 
Charge, the Administrator, the Nursing Superintendent and the area Public 
Health Inspector, when it was decided that the admission unit should be 
closed immediately; this was re-opened on the 16th April, 1969. 

4A full report was immediately forwarded to the Hospital Manage-~ 
nent Committee stressing the urgency to centralise all washing up facil- 
ities (including the Nurses Home) in the central kitchen in one up-to- 
date unit. 

I an pleased to report that this washing-up unit was eventually 
fully operational on the 24th April, 1969. 

The infective jaundice outbreak was explosive, extrenely 
infectious but apparently not virulent. There were 2 deaths complicated 
by measles and 2 deaths with Broncho=pneunonia as the prime cause. 

A measles outbreak of 35 cases occurred during this same period, 
resulting in 6 deaths, showing measles as a primary cause, 

In this context it nust be borne in nind that all these deaths 
were complicated by severe mental subnormality. 

During 1968 and prior to this disease beconing officially 
notifiable, there were four cases of infective jaundice at this hospital, 
three staff and one patient, 

The two female cases and one male case occurring amongst the 
nursing staff left the hospital immediately on being diagnosed and 
returned when fit. 

The one male patient aged 7 years admitted with jaundice on 
31.1.1968 remained in this hospital's admission unit until 34.1968, 
when he went home; readmitted 18.9.1968 to a general ward still showing 
residual jaundice which eventually cleared. 

I would like to thank the Hospital Management Committee, the 
medical and administrative staff for their helpful co-operation and

Washing up in the kitchen can be a simple hygienic task when 
using hot water and modern detergents in their correct dosages, the 
only equipment necessary being a plate rack of suitable dimensions, 
Where this fails is in the persons of the houseproud housewife who looks 
upon a filled plate rack as so much clutter and also has an itch to wipe 
in order to give the plates an added ‘sparkle’ and clear the decks as 
quickly as possible. 

She is quite oblivious that the tea towel she so gaily uses is 
contaminating otherwise clean crockery. Recent investigation of the 
bacterial content of tea towels in daily use have shown them to be 
carrying literally millions of potentially harmful organisms, although 
not apparently dirty to the naked eye. Laundering will disinfect them 
but in a very short time they will become foci of infection, 

Even with the introduction of the washing up machine, the final 
polish with a tea towel is still practised, this sequence can only be 
broken by continuing education beginning in the formative years in 


school domestic science kitchens.

BRUCELLOSIS 


Although painfully slow in its progression, it is noted that 
the Brucellosis (Accredited Herds) Schome had up to the end of January, 
1969, accepted 2,954 herds as being accredited. This represents 1.6% 
of the total number of herds in Mngland and Wales and 3.9% of the 
eligible cattle. 

There is still a continuing loss both in health, capital and 
income, albeit a welcome slightly reduced occupational health risk.

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DUNGENESS NUCLEAR POWER STATION, 
ENVIRONMENTAL MONITORING 


) Reports were received at regular intervals covering the period 
from January to December, 1968. 
The following comments were extracted:= 


The levels of radioactivity in fish and shellfish and gamma 
radiation dose rates on the beach are not significantly different from 
the already very low levels found previously. These are due entirely to 
background radioactivity and none is attributable to the operation of 
the station. 


The levels of strontium 90 in the milk sampled in the two 
zones were all substantially the same as those which are found in con- 
parable parts of the country where there are no nuclear power stations. 


The Departments responsible for controlling discharges of 
radio-active waste and direct radiation from the station consider that 
the position shown in this report is satisfactory. 


SEWERAGE AND SEWAGE DISPOSAL 


During the year effluents remained consistently good; the 
freedom from pollution of the river channel through the town has con-= 
tributed noticeably to the raising of amenity and health standards, 

The works and pumping stations have remained in the capable 
control of Mr.Rook; the loss of Mr.Finch during the year was a blow but 
we have been exceedingly fortunate in his replacement. 

The clearing of sludge beds still presents a problem. 


REFUSE COLLECTION 


A full weekly collection service was maintained in 1968, 

The new vehicle became operative during the year, giving a 
much-improved standard of collection; appreciated by the general public 
and, incidentally, the operators. 

Further work has been carried out on the tipping area leading 
to more control and better covering and levelling, 

Continuing improvement works have been carried out on the 
tip road, 

CIVIC AMENITIES ACT, 1967 

This Act makes it an offence to abandon a motor vehicle and 
imposes a duty on local authorities to remove abandoned vehicles and to 
make provision for owners to leave unwanted vehicles in specified 
places, There is also an obligation to provide places where householders 
may leave unwanted articles and rubbish.

Standard Grants enable house owners and certain leaseholders to obtain 
grants, as a right, if the necessary conditions apply, of up to £155 to 
provide five basic amenities of bath or shower in a bathroon (or an 


addition or by the conversion of an outbuilding), wash-hand basin, a 
water closet (with septic tank drainage if no sewer is available), hot 
and cold water supply (bringing a piped water supply into a house for 
the first time), and a satisfactory food store. 

The additional items in parentheses were introduced under the 
Housing Act, 1964, and may increase a standard grant up to a maximum of 
£350.
